K: Response to 
UN vote must 


be ‘balanced’ 
Ford: No snap verdicts

WASHINGTON. -- Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger declared yes- 
terday that the anti-Zionist reso-~ 
lution approved by the UN General 
Aszembly this week “smacked of 
some practices that would be better 

for mankind to forget.” 


Answering questions at a press 
conference in Pittsburgh, Kissinger 
strongly condemned the vote, warn- 
ing that if such actions continue to 
take place at the United Nations 
“it is bound to have .serious con- 
sequences for the relationship of 
the U.S. to the United Nations, and 
for tts viability as a world organi- 
zation.” 

At the same time, Kissinger said, 
the U.S. has to keep the American 
reaction “in some balance.” He sald 
that, despite the “failing” of the 
world body, it does have some bene- 
fite for the U.S. “We will assess 
the situation. We have not made 
any final decisions, but I think that 
we have to keep the American 
reactions in some balance,” he said. 

Asked whether the Administration 
regards anti-Semitism as being the 
same thing as anti-Zioniam, the 
Secretary replied: “The position of 
the Administration is that the vote 
in the UN was really a form of 
moral condemnation of the State 
of Israel, and not simply an ab- 
stract vote on Zionism. And the 
linkage of Zionism and racism 
smacked of some practices that 
would be better for mankind io 
forget.” 

Kissinger sald that the U.S. will 
consider the consequences of the 
vote “on an individual basis before 
deciding what specific action we 
will take toward individual coun- 
tries.” 

Earlier in the day, U.S. Ambassa- 
dor to the UN Daniel Moynihan 
sald that those countries supporting 
the resolution will suffer for it. 
Kissinger, asked about this state- 
ment, said that he was meeting 
with Moynihan later in the day to 
discuss these issues, and “I will 
find out exactly what he had in 
mind.” 

The Secretary continued: “It is 
true that the countries that voted 
for this resolution have contributed 
to an international environment 
thet will be less helpful and less 
able to settle problems, especially 
in the Middle East, and therefore 
there are inherent consequences in 
the vote.” 

He noted that the anti-Zionist 
resolution wilt certainly raise ten- 
sions in the Middle East. “The UN 
vote was extremely unhelpful and 
highly irresponsible,” he said. 


President Ford has said the 


U.S. would take “appropriate tary 


action” the countries 


that supported the anti-Zionism 


resolution. 

He told the press in Charie- 
ston, West Virginia, on Tuesday 
night that he, was disappointed 
with the UN vote but said that 


the U.S. should not make any 
snap judgments on punitive ac- 
tion in retaliation against the 
Arab countries which had spon- 
sored the resolution. 

“We did strongly oppose the 
UN resolution and we will take 
whatever the appropriate action - 
as we move ahead in the area 
of trying to achieve peace in 
the Middle East,” he said. 


Kissinger said that a U.S. decision 
to apply economic sanctions against 
those countries supporting the re- 
solution “would be 2 major decision 
in our foreign policy” because of 
the large number of countries in- 
volved.

The French United Jewish Fund 
also adopted a resolution condemn- 
ing the UN vote. 

Mark Segal reports from London 
that the Anglo-Jewish community 
came out strongly in condemning 
the resolution. One outcome, it was 
said, would be to bring world Jewry 
and Israel closer together. The pre- 
sident of the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews, Lord Fisher of Cam- 
den, denounced the anti-Zionist vote 
as “a blatant and cynical act of 
international libel."

Prime Minister Olof Palme of 
Sweden told reporters at a New 
York press conference: “There is 
ἃ new majority of small and mid- 
dle-sized countries that have a lot 
of power and they should show 
more responsibility.”

In Washington, the president of 
America’s largest trade union con- 
federation said the vote “makes a 
mockery of detente and the UN's 
supposed fight against racism.”

(AFL-CIO), said, “It was a coward- 
ly, reprehensible act, reminiscent 
of the days of Hitler and appease- 
ment. This action has shattered the 
moral authority of the UN and 
raised clear doubts as to the value 
of its continued existence.” 

Meany said, “The U.S. Congress 
must immediately re-evaluate con- 
tinued U.S. participation in the 
UN. How long can the American 
taxpayer be expected to bear a 
disproportionate share of the UN's 
bills when it produces this kind 
of evil?" 

The Canada Israel Committee in 
Montreal said that the “despicable 
event at the UN may well be the 
beginning of the end for the noble 
dream of a UN founded as an al- 
liance against Nazism 30 years 
ago. The UN today has become a 
forum for anti-Semitism.”

Justice Ἐν of the ae 
vaal Supreme Court also found the 
former Israeli consulate security 
guard guilty of 45 counts of aa 
sault with intent te commit murder, 
18 counts of kidnapping and three 
counts of violating gun control 
laws. Cillle said Protter “unlawful- 
ly and intentionally" killed Giora 
Raviv, a vice-covsul in charge of 
security at the consulate, when the 
26-year-old South African Jew 
staged an armed takeover last 
April. 

The judge was expected to pass 
sentence either later yesterday or 
before the end of the week. 

The judge, who was assisted by 
two assessors, said the evidence 
showed Protter was a psychopeth. He 
said that while the degree of his 
mental disorder has not been de- 
cided, the fact of his illness in- 
dicated a degree of diminished res- 
ponsibility. 

Most of the injured suffered 
bullet wounds when Protter fired 
machineguns into the crowded 
streets below the consulate's down- 
town offices. 

The court found Protter con- 
sidered, if not planned taking con- 
trol of the consulate for some time 
before the actual takeover.

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Natad blunder reveals — 
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economic shortcomings 


THE STILLBORN tax on Natad 

has made the Treasury the 
laughing-stock of the country. 
But apart from being a blunder, 
it exposed several serious short- 
comings in our economic ad- 
ministration. 

Teamwork at the Ministry's 
headquarters is obviously faul- 
ty. Yitzhak Mann, the Income 
Tax Commissioner, new at the 
job, has been handed the for- 
midable task of implementing 
the tax reform in unfavourable 
circumstances. It is, therefore, 
small wonder that he is trying to 
assert himself, to make the 
public aware of the new ap- 
proach, even if he treads on 
some people’s toes. However, it 
would be wrong to blame him for 
the affair. 

When the news of the tax was 
leaked to the media, the 
premature announcement was 
deplored as a technical slip. The 
measure was supported by the 
Revenue Commissioner, and had 
been previously discussed with 
the Minister. It was revoked only 
after a row with the Accountant 
General, and its probable im- 
pact on the capital market 
became evident. But all that 
could have been anticipated had 
there been proper consultation. 
After this demonstration of inept 
planning, the authorities can 
hardly expect the public to put 


great store by official forecasts. - 


That is, however, not the 
whole story. The authorities’ 
surprise and vacillation were 
due not only to lack of coordina- 
tion, but also to inadequate un- 
derstanding of the economics in- 
volved. Capita] gain made on 
Natad — i.e. on investment 
dollars (or other foreign curren- 
cy) — was to be treated like that 
made or any other asset, such as 
real property or shares. That 
looked fine legally. It was 
greeted by Mapam asa crack at 
wealthy speculators. Yet the 
way the tax was to be im- 
plemented remained unclear.

Finding jobs for the handicapped and disabled

‘The Labour Ministry has assigned 
four senior employment officers to 
specialize in job placement of han- 
dicapped and disabled persons.

Though even blue chip 
securities are more or less risky, 
most of the Natad is used for 
acquiring such assets.

$27m. If gains achieved.on Natad 
accounts were taxed, such in- 
vestments would become doubly 
advantageous, because gains 
made on securities quoted at Tel 
Aviv are tax free.

— road accidents

LONDON. — 
ROAD ACCIDENTS are replacing 
malaria and smallpox as the world’s 
great killer disease. R 

Around 250,000 deaths are caused 
on the world's roads every year. 
And, contrary to what might be ex- 
pected, it is the developing countries 
that, as with other catastrophes, are 
suffering relatively the highest toll. 

In the congested traffic conditions 
of India’s cities, for example, the 
rate of road accident deaths per 
10,000 vehicles — there are two million 
in the country — Is 10 to 15 times as 
high as that of the United States or 
the United Kingdom. In many cities, 
while population increases by 
between four and six per cent a year 
the number of motor vehicles is go- 
ing up by 35 per cent, and the 
number of road accidents by 15 per 
cent to 20 per cent. 

On average, eight people sre fatal- 
ly injured every year for every 1,000 
vehicles on India’s roads, compared 
with about one death per 1,000 
vehicles in developed countries. 

A similer situation exists in 
Africa. In Kenya 55 people die in 
road accidents for every 100 million 
passenger miles. In the United 
States the equivalent figure is six, in 
the United Kingdom 13, and in Ugan- 
da 65. 

In oil-rich Kuwait, where the 
automobile bas become king, road 
accidents have increased by 300 per 
cent in 10 years to a Jeve} of 18,000 2 
year. 


IN ABSOLUTE TERMS, of course, 
the situation is much worse in 
the industrialised countries of the 
‘world — over 16,000 people were kill- 
ed on West Germany's roads in 1973. 
But the comparison between 
developing and developed countries 
Suggests that road deaths are not 
merely a functior of traffic density. 

The World Health Or; tion's 
magazine ‘‘World Health,’ which 
has devoted the whole of its latest 
issue to the question of road ac- 
cidents, suggests that they are a dis- 
ease like any other. 

“If traffic accidents are tackled by 
methods similar to those used 
against the great killing diseases, 
the present epidemic of road deaths 
could be made to disappear just ag 
Plague and smallpox have now been 
eliminated almost everywhere.” 


IN MANY WAYS man is unsuited to 
modern dri . While man's en- 
vironment hag changed massively 
over 500,000 years — particularly the 
last 50 — his physical and mental 
responses have not. So the modern 
stresses of driving are met with the 
“Stone Age’ response of preparing 
the body for fight or flight. The result 


heart attack. 

In addition, 
stimulatory” effect 
periods of monotonous motorway 
driving — especially at night — can 
produce fatigue, sometimes 
resulting in the driver falling asleep 
at the wheel. 


Statistics suggest that ‘‘accidents”’ 
is the wrong term for injuries and 
deaths on the road. Most are at- 
tributable to mistakes made by the 
driver. According to French police 
statistics, 77 per cent of 92,000 ac- 
cidents logged were caused by 
driver error. Of these, the most, 20 
per cent, were caused by excessive 
speed. 

Emphasising the relationship of 
speed to road accidents, one gratify- 
ing effect of the energy crisis of 1974, 
which resulted in a severe curtail- 
ment of speed limits on roads in 
many countries as well as a reduc- 
tion in miles driven, was a signifi- 
cant drop in road deaths and in- 
juries. 

Education, especially of children 
as road users, is probably the key to 
reducing road accidents, particular- 
ly in the developing world where the 
drift to the cities often brings rural 
people into close contact with dense 
traffic flowa. 

Legislation in certain areas — for 
example, the regulating of hours of 
driving by road hauliers, and anti- 


drink laws — also has a part to play. 


International co-operation may also 
become essential in the future. 
“Road accidents constitute a 
worldwide health problem on the 
way to becoming rapidly worse,” 
says WHO, "Ἢ we do not succeed in 
having co-ordinated preventative 
programmes become a part of each 
country's overall traffic policy."

DAVAR (Histadrut) brackets the 
three resolutions passed at the U.N. 
Assembly — the condemnation of 
Zionism as racist, the calling for 
P.L.O. reprezentation at Geneva and 
the vote for the establishment of a 
committee for the realization of the 


‘rights of the Palestinians — as the , 


‘‘Arab campaign for the 
delegitimization of the State of 
Israel,” and believes it is only for 
tactical reasons that the Arab states 
refrained at this session from press- 
ing to have Israel ousted from the 
Assembly. ‘‘This may be the 
greatest victory for the enemies of 
Israel and the Jewish people since 
Hitler,” the paper remarks. “‘It also 
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indicates to what extent Islam can 
be expicited for political warfare 
against us." Noting that the Arabs 
did not win automatic support from 
all the Third World states, the paper 
says “everything possible must be 
done to drive home the distortion 
behind the Arab-Communist- 
Moslem resolutions." 
HA'ARETZ (independent): ‘‘It 
would be wrong to attempt to belittle 
the importance of the three 
resolutions the Arabs succeeded in 
passing at the Assembly. While they 
won an overwhelming majority for 
the E jan-sponsored resolution 
calling for the P.L.O. to participate 
at Geneva, the majority for the anti- 
Zionist resolution was significantly 
smaller. However significant their 
victory, the Arabs are as yet far 
from isolating Israel. The vote which 
-was intended to undermine Israel's 
very existence revealed the limits to 
thelr power — even in an assembly 
that has almost tripled in size since 
its be; . However, we cannot 


overlook the fact that the resolution 
condemming Zionism was aimed to 
label us as ‘untouchables.’ We must 
mobflize 811 our powers to fight this 
wanton attempt. The resolution is 
not an ‘operative’ one — but therein 
lies the danger.

When our late President 
Shazar paid a state visit to 
Brazil, he and Castello Branco 
plunged into an edrnest discus- 
sion the moment the official 
welcome at the airport had con- 
cluded. The subject? Who was 
the greatest figure in the Bible? 

Castello Branco made no 
bones about his feelings for 
Israel and the Zioniam which 
created it as a modern state. In 


one of his annual broadcasts to , 


the people of Brazil, he men- 
tioned the foreign aid being 
received in the development of 
the im i of the 


Nordeste. Brazil, he said, was | 


grateful for the help given it by 
friendly nations such as Israel 
and others. His remark caused a 
stir in the diplomatic communi- 
ty. “How many people have you 
got working here?” the 
representative of a far greater 
power asked the Israeli Em- 
bassy the next day. ‘“There are 
five Israelis up in Nordeste," 
came the reply. ‘‘Well, we have 
300 people working. So why did 


the President mention only you | 


Israelis?"’ Oh Brazil, how thou 
art translated! 

And Cuba. I wonder whether 
one senior Minister remembers 
that he once toid the Israeli 
representative: ‘‘Look, amigo, 
we know perfectly well that you 
Israelis are the only people in 
the Middle East who understand 
what Socialism is about and that 
the Arabs are mostly reac- 
tionaries, but what can we do? 
We have to toe the Party line.” 

On the other hand, an am- 
bassador of ἘΠ’ Salvador once 
observed that his country was 
the Israel of Latin America. And 
El Salvador voted against the 
resolution. 

We Jews (and therefore 
Zionists) have long memories.
